My DEAR JACKPON:— 


When we rericMd New City, I was suf 


feririg with a violent and oppressive heael 
ache; and asked for BO me spirits to bathe i 
with. «Billy" Bnid he had none, but I in- 
sisted upon liaving it, at the same time BHV- 
ng t/iat he need rio.t be afraid of being 
complained of by me, He looked us keen- 
y m trie eye, nnd asked if we were from 
lie city. My friend.replied that we were

sfied that we did not reside in the county 
he suddenly put a.,dec.anter before us, at 
he same time innocently remarking .with a 
.eculiarly grave uxpreBsion of counten- 
nee, that there was a little syrup which he 
bought would help my head,-! inhaled 
a odor, and was satisfied ' that it was very 
trong syrup. 


After much persuasion, we induced him 


to prepare dinner for us, and such as it was 
we partook slightly of, and after transaction! 
our business, we erdered pur carriage, and 
was about starting, when several peals of 
distant thunder warned us to prepare for a 
shower. Putting everything in order, we 
drove off, but had not proceeded far, when 
the rain came down, in torrents, as if th 
very windows of heaven had been opene 
upon us; the lightning flashed vividl 
about us, and the heavy peals of thunde 
reverberated among the surrounding moun 
tame, with a deafning noise. No one ca 
conceive of the sublimity of a tempest, un 
der such circumstances, unless he has wit 
ncsred one. Large Mack clouds arose ma 
jeslicnlly from behind the towering heights 
and spread themselves above us, like a°pal 
of gloom, darkning all things, and impress 
ing tho mind wilh the beauty and sublimity 
of nature, oven in the hour of danger- 
i he storm continued several hours, and in 
fact, has not yet ceased. We kept on our 
way, until we reached Rocklnnd Lake in 
this town, on the bank of the Hudson ' It 
w a delightful spot, and one where J could 
be contented to live, with n tried and val- 
ued friend, the remainder of my life. 
The 


beautiful river stretches above and below 
as far as .the eve can roach, while the neat 
village'df Sing Sing jfcs on the opposite 
side. Much of the Ice that is used in New 
YojJf.ja taken from Rockland Lake, and 
a]ong its-margin are several enormous Ice 
House*, owned by different pereor.s, Qnd 


winch have been erected at great' expanse 
so as to hold several thousand tons of ice. 
It is cut and stored here in the winter' sea- 
son, and then taken down to the city, in ;' 
Inrge barges, in the summer, as it'is want.- ' 
cd for consumption. It is a very profitable! ' 
business, nnd those who are engaged in it, 
will soon become rich; 'It requires^ heavy 
outlay of capital to get CBtablishiid, with1 


all the necessary fixtures and implements, 
but when'this is once done, a more profita-' 
ble business cannot be carried oh.1 :Tho' 
Lake is about half a 'mile from the river; 
nnd the ice is transported from the ho'uses ' 
to the barges, in wagons, which have to- 
descend a very steep and winding moun - 
iam, the summit of which is nearly a thou- 
sand feet above the level of.the river.— 
One of the docks at this place was built 
and 'is owned by James L. Cheeseman. • 
Esq.,. of New York, who is extensively en- 
gaged in tho ice business. It was at thia ' 
very spot that Mojor Andre landed, when.' 
he came up the river from the British MaiP : 
uf- War, for the purpose of carrying i,,to • 
effect the object of his mission. He went - 
up the side of the mountain; and proceeded 
• 


to West Point, nnd met Arnold a short 
distance this side,:at a place called -Cnld- ' 
well's Landing. He remained until mom- 
ng, andasthe:vesSelhad dropped further 
down the river, he being anxious to reach '•' 
t before night, took a pasa from 'A^no](] 
and went down' on horseback, after cross- 
ing the river, until he arrived at a place be- 
tween Dobb's Ferry and Tarry town, where 
he was captured, a full description of which 
I have given you, as I received it Irom 
those in the neighborhood, who are familiar . 
with all that is connected with the history 
of the brave, but unfortunate Major Andre.
